We receive sanctification, a second 
definite work of grace, thru the blood 
of Jesus Christ. In Heb, 13:12 we find, 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own blood, 
suffered without the gate.” Then He 
not only died on Calvary that we 
might be saved but also be sanctified 
through His blood. “The blood of Je- 
sus Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” 1 John 1:7. 

We find denominations today deny- 
ing the work of sanctification, saying, 
We can’t live above sin, it’s an impos- 
sibility. Sin, sin, sin; God is not the 
author of it, neither does He compro- 


mise with it. Let us refer for a mo-| 
ment to 1 John 3:7, “Little children, ; 


let no man deceive you: he that doeth 
righteousness is righteous, even as he 
(Jesus) is righteous.” Then if we do 
righteous, righteousness does not con- 
ceive sin. Therefore, he that sinneth 
hath no part with God. 1 John 3:8 tells 
us, “He that committeth sin is of the 
devil; for the devil sinneth from. the 
beginning.” Therefore, many today 
who call themselves the sons of God 


and just “have to” commit a little sin) 


every day because they “can’t help it” 
are of the devil and need justification 
and sanctification. 

The Word of God teaches a twofold 
nature of sin: The actual sin to which 
are applied the terms “blot out,” “for- 
give,” and “pardon.” The indwelling 
sin is that which is caused by the old 
Adamic nature or root which still re- 
mains in the heart after one has been 
forgiven and ten fruits of the Spirit 
appear. The Adamic nature or root 
must be eradicated by the method of 
“purging,” “cleansing,” “purifying,” or 
“sanctifying.” These cannot be done 
within self but thru the blood of Jesus 
Christ. Our first parents fell and sold 
their birthright, and due to their dis- 
obedience to God, brought the sin na- 
ture, the fallen nature, the Adamic 
nature upon the human race. 

At our conversion we are formed 
new creatures in Christ Jesus. 2 Cor. 
5:17, “Old things are passed away; be- 
hold, ‘all things are become new.” 
Darkness has changed to light and a 
desire comes into our hearts to be il- 
luminated on His precious Word. All 
our actual sins have been forgiven, 
blotted out, those which we have com- 
mitted, and God gives us power to a 
certain extent to overcome the tempta- 
tions of the evil one. 

But there still remains buried deep 
in the heart the old Adamic nature 
or root with just the top clipped off, 
as a flower from which the 
flower, stem and leaves have been cut 
and the bulk or root remains in the 
ground only to spring forth into new 
sprouts as soon as the tempting Spring 
sun feeds it by casting her light upon 
it and the welcome Spring showers 
water it. So likewise with the old 
Adamic root, if not eradicated, purged 
out, it will spring forth and sprout 
again in only a short time after our 
conversion, feeding upon the uprising: 
of the heart, peevishness, desires of 
the worldly things, ete., which begin 
to enlarge and increase to an extent 
that we'll be lacking in grace and pow- 
er to overcome if we do not take im- 
mediate action and seek a prevertative 
in God’s Word and from Him, which is 
sanctification. 

Many have gone thru the process of 
justification or conversion, purchasing 
their tickets for the next station; but 
being detained by visitors, domestic 
and material things, they have found 
that the time limited has run out; 
therefore, failing to make the station 
they have said, I’ll just wait until a 
future @ite. Telay finds then beck 
where they started froin, packslidden, 
only possessed with seven times more 
demons. Material things hindered them 
from having grace and power to over- 
come. They began to grow weak, let 
down their hands, and lost the battle, 
this being the result of the old Adamic 
nature remaining in the heart. Only 
the top was cut off, the root still re- 
mained, and like a bad tooth if not 
eradicated, causes trouble. 

If you find uprisings, jealousy, peev- 
ishness, ete., in your life, it is actual 
evidence of carnality in your heart and 
mind. The Apostle Paul tells us in 
Rom. 8:6, 7, “For to be carnally mind- 
ed is death: but to be spiritually mind-

ed is LIFE and PEACE. Because the 
carnal mind is enmity against God: 
for it is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be.” With it we can- 
not be establrshed in the faith or true 
doctrine of Jesus Christ, and God ex- 
pects His children to be invariable. 

Those today professing godliness and 
denying this great work of sanctifica- 
tion are certainly not getting their 
proof from God’s Word. It was Jesus’ 
desire when here on earth to have God 
sanctify those who had followed Him; 
Jesus the same yesterday, today, and 
forever. In John 17:17 He prayed the 
Father to “sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth.” John 17:19, 
“And for their sakes I sanctify myself, 
that they also might be sanctified 
through the truth.” He (Jesus) who 
knew no sin, neither was any guile 
found in His mouth sanctified Him- 
self as an example for us to follow. 
He said to deny ourselves, take up our 
cross, and follow Him. Many today are 
permitting it to drag the ground, 
weighted with too much pride to go 
thru the process of sanctification that 
they might be free, a peculiar people, 
not indulging or participating with 
the things of the world. Pride is one of 
the seven things which are an abomi- 
nation in the sight of God and is hold- 
ing down this great blessing to man- 
kind today. Pride will not permit them 
to go down with Christ to repentance 
humility, water baptism (by emer- 
sion), sanctification, baptism of the 
Holy Ghost with Bible evidence of 
speaking in other tongues and on to 
perfection. Matt. 5:48, “Be ye there- 
fore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect.” 

We find many today who are at the 
altar somewhere seeking to be filled 
with the Holy Ghost with a wad of 
gum in their mouth or a sack of tobac- 
co or cigarettes in their pockets, a can 
of snuff on the shelf, half clothed, lust- 
ful eyes, jewelry, etc. But they need 
not waste breath and time. The Word 
tells us in 1 Cor. 6:19 that our bodies 
are the temples of the Holy Ghost. The 
Holy Ghost will not dwell in an un- 
clean temple. 

We must first be cleansed from all 
filthiness of the flesh and spirit and 
then be sanctified and then ready for 
the Holy Ghost to come in. The Holy 
Ghost is too precious to dwell in just 
any old filthy temple, as it was ex- 
pedient for us that Jesus come here 
and die and then ascend back to His 
Father in heaven before we could pos- 
sess it. Therefore, as man’s knowledge 
prepared soap for the cleansing of our 
skin, so God prepared sanctification as 
a second definite work of grace to 
cleanse us as a whole. 

A sister came to me in church last 
night and said if I didn’t quit preach- 
ing against tobacco, chewing gum, etc. 
that God was going to send plagues 
upon me. She uses snuff and said I 
was adding to God’s Word. Oh how 
people like to justify themselves in 
their filth but God expects us to have 
at least hog sense. They would just 
sniff at such and turn away. If God 
had His apostles to bring out each sin 
individually, you or I either could not 
be able to carry the Word of God or 
Bible around with us. 

After we are saved He enlightens 
us enough to know just what is right- 
eous and unrighteous. And after the 
Holy Ghost comes in He guides from 
these things thru discernment. 

These things you hold to are idols 
that stand between you and God. God 
proves to us thru Apostle Paul in 1 
Cor. 6:9-11 that after we are saved 
and sanctified these things do not ap- 
pear in our lives. Paul says unto the 
disciples, “Be not deceived: neither 
fornicators, nor IDOLATORS, nor 
adulterers, nor effeminate, nor abusers 
of themselves with mankind, nor 
thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, 
nor revilers (when you are reviled, 
revile not again), nor extortioners, 
shall inherit the kingdom of God.” But 
listen what he says unto those who 
are followers, “And such were some Of 
you: but ye are washed, but ye are 
sanctified, but ye are justified in the 
name of the Lord Jesus and by the 
Spirit of our God.” Thank God for 
scripture to back up what He speaks 
thru His children, His lips of clay.

SPIRITUALISM

Practically all heath- 
en countries are enslaved by spiritual- 
istic mediums. Even Mohammedans 
are spiritualistic and receive messages 
thru demons quicker than news could 
be cabled during the late World War. 
Great scholars and scientists have ac- 
cepted the claims of spiritualism. Even 
royal personages in England and else- 
where are to be found in seance rooms. 
Its journals and magazines are pub- 
lished and read everywhere. When the 
Holy Ghost is withdrawn from the 
earth, the denizens of hell will ascend 
from the bottomless pit and rush into 
the souls of man and occupy the place 
in the human heart which God has pre- 
pared for Himself. Familiar spirits 
that are present at all times are able 
to impersonate the beloved dead and 
call to mind incidents known only to 
the dead and living friends. 

Dear readers, the writer knows what 
he is talking about for my precious 
Jesus has SAVED and SANCTIFIED 
little me from that damnable DEVIL 
ISM that is leading unwary souls 
down to HELL by the thousands.

It denies that the blood of Christ was 
shed on the cross for the sins of men. 
It denies the actual existence of sin 
and the need of repentance toward 
God. Satan masquerading as an “angel 
of light” is still Satan and is one of 
his most dangerous and destructive 
forms. 





THEOSOPHY 

This is also a recent invention of 
Satan. The theosophists have a church 
which they call the Liberal Catholic 
Church in which they have bishops and 
priests and a service similar to the Ro- 
man Catholic. They claim that the 
Lord Jesus Christ Himself came 1900 
years ago and that He came back and 
entered the body of the Indian lad 
called Krishnamurthi in whose pres- 
ence intelligent people prostrate them- 
selves. The papers are full of adver- 
tisements of Swamis, truth centers, 
unity, healing cults of all sorts, and 
Buddhist idols are for sale in shop 
windows. “For of this sort are they 
which creep into houses, and lead cap- 
tive silly women laden with sins, led 
away with divers lusts, Ever learning, 
and never able to come to the knowl- 
edge of the truth.” 2 Tim. 3:6, 7. “Be- 
cause they received not the love of 
the truth, that they might be saved. 
And for this cause God shall send them 
strong delusion, that they should be- 
lieve a lie.” 2 Thess. 2:10. Jesus said, 
When ye see all these things, know 
that He is nigh even at the door. 
AMEN and AMEN.
